The trana*pacific monoplane City 
of Oakland flying to Honolulu 
struck the water nome 500 miles 
from land at 7:45 a. rn. Pacific 
standard time, or 10:45 a. rn. 
eastern standard time, after rtin- 
nining out of gasoline and calling 
four steamships to her aid hy the 
timely use of her radio. 
The liner Wilhelmina 75 milea 
from the spot where the mono­ 
plane’s last SOS call was heard 
was speeding to her rescue.

Navigator, ' 
faced an undetermined fate today as 
a radio report was received that their 
Htoftnplane City of Oakland flying to 
Honolulu had made a landing on the 
surface of the Pacific. 
Whether the fliers were afloat was 
undetermined when all radio stations 
in the western half of the Pacific were 
silenced that they might hear the 
frantic 
SOS 
calls 
which 
Bronte 
had been sending out. 
A radio message direct from the 
monoplane saying they were “land:ng . 
in the water” and to rush help was ! 
picked up by the navy at San Fran­ 
cisco at 7 a. rn., Pacific standard time. j 
The last known 
munition 
of 
the 
plane was about 620 miles north of, 
Paie island. 
That was at 7:50 a. rn. j 
Pacific time when the liner Wilhelmina 
intercepted a message 
saying 
the 
plane was begging for help. 
Equipped with provisions enough to 
last ten days, a pneumatic life raft 
and facilities for distilling water, the 
fliers had the consolation that they 
might remain adrift rf they could ! 
make a safe landing in the open sea ,, 
hut they knew nothing of the help 
that was rushing toward them because J 
their own receiving set broke down 
shortly after leaving San Francisco, j 
When the first call was received the ! 
plane had been in the air 19 hours and j 
33 minutes and apparently had travel­ 
ed about I,BOO miles. 
They were 
then 820 miles from Honolulu.

averaged

than 103 miles an hour, according to 
computations made fr *m their posi­ 
tion reports.

Janitor Unmoved; Identified by 
Two Women As Having Been 
Seen N*ar Crime.
